Relativity 
And Beyond 


F.vcr since Albert Einstein announced some 
preliminary conclusions on his “unified field 
theory” and presented an equation embodying 
them, other theoretical 
mathematicians have 
been trying to spin some substance around the 
hypothesis. 


Now two physicists have come up with form­ 
ulas that they believe will do the job. Neither is 
quite sure, though, for the whole field is one in 
which there is little observed phenomena to use 
as proof. 


The unified field theory is the idea that all 
laws of nature— gravity, light, magnetism, ener­ 
gy and mass— are tied together in one overall 
“law,” the key to which can be discovered. 
Prof. Werner Heisenberg of Berlin says his 
formula is based on three measurements of mod­ 
ern physics and some assumptions about the 
symmetry of the universe that date back to 
Plato. The three units are: 
1. The “quantum of action” that was discov­ 
ered in 1900 by physicist Max Planck. 
2. The velocity of light. 
3. A measurement that would be a length of 
such proportions as are found inside the atom, 
for example the diameter of one simple nucleus. 
Dr. .John J. Grebe, director of nuclear re­ 
search for Dow Chemical Co., offers what he 
calls a “periodic table for fundamental parti­ 
cles.” In effect, what he has tried to do is to ar­ 
range “anti-matter” particles such as positrons 
in a system that might be said to correspond to 
the same in matter. 
All of this is very deep and technical. How­ 
ever. both new formulas are new steps along 
the path toward understanding the universe 
about us. These men are truly out on the fron­ 
tier of the human mind in trying to fathom na­ 
ture’s best-hidden secrets.

Organizations For Crime 


The Now York City Youth Board has issued a 
very fancifully arian g ed brochure entitled, “ Teenage 
G angs." After you read it. you a re bound to feel groat 
sym pathy with the Rangs and wonder why those who 
are m urdered by the juvenile gangsters are unwilling 
• 
to bo killed for the good of society. 
What is clear from the pamphlet is that no m oral 
criteria enter into the thinking of those who prepared 
it and who a re designated to look after the hoodlums. 
Let m e quote a paragraph: 


**. . . People were and are concerned about 
any group, w hether called a ‘gang’ or not. when 
that group indulges in activities which are directed 
against the whole community or against the prin­ 
ciples or values on which that com m unity is based. 
Such activities 
are railed, quite simply, 
‘anti­ 
social.’ ” 


What a re the activities which are called “ quite 
simply, anti social’ **? They include m urder, narcotics 
pushing, the raping of juveniles, im pairing the m orals 
of the young, m ayhem , rioting and all sorts of crim es. 
These are called “ quite simply, anti-social.” And the 
jrochure goes' on to give the impression that it is 
rather norm al for teenagers to be anti-social, In fact, 
after reading this pam phlet issued by the City of New 
York, I could not help but reach the conclusion th a t 
it is norm al for a child to be anti-social and th at 
those children who behave them selves and live decent 


lives are abnorm al. So the Youth Board sta rts with 
the following premise: 
“ We know, for instance, that for all adolescents— 
youngsters in their teens — this is a tim e of norm al 
jhysical and psychological growth and change. 
We 
know that as a p a rt of this norm al growing up process. 
it is important for a teenager to be a m em ber of a 
jroup of young people his own age—his peers. Such 
Jo se group associations are, in fact, one of the m ost 
oasic and natural needs of the teenager . . . it helps 
him bridge that gap between childhood and adulthood 
. . . it offers him m any opportunities for positive 
growth and developm ent.” 


So. the philosophers of the Youth Baard do not 
go to the heart of the Issue, which is, that when 
young people live without morality, they become 
like beasts. Instead they take the easier course of 
blaming it on the twentieth century, international 
tensions, the cold war, hut not on Comm unism or 
secularism . The pamphlet says: 


“ Youngsters belonging to anti-social gangs not only 
have the general world insecurity to face but must put 
up with other problems as well.” 
When S erra shot Ramos, he was undoubtedly think­ 
ing of general world insecurity! 
Maybe, He had in 
mind N asser’s visit to Khrushchev and possibly the 
visit of the A merican bankers to Nasser! 
How silly 
can these social workers be! 
As I read this pamphlet, paid for by the taxpayer 
who is afraid, in New York, to walk through the city 
parks lest hoodlums pounce upon him and steal his 
overcoat, or. as actually happened to a young lady, 
get stabbed without a word being spoken just because 
the stabber likes to stab, I wonder what kind of a 
world the social worker lives in. For instance, m ark 
the following paragraph: 


“ Police action against gang violence has often 
been absolutely necessary for the protection of the 
comm unity. But because the police’s function has 
^ 
been prim arily to protect the com m unity, not to 
rehabilitate the gang, this approach was in the 
long run unproductive in modifying gang activity 
or in eliminating the problem .” 


So a social worker takes a gangster. Serra. out for 
a ride. feeds him hot dogs and soda pop. takes him 
to a candy store where Serra takes out a loaded gun 
and shoots a boy called Ramos and the social worker 
says that w hereas he was in this tiny candy store, 
he did not actually see the shooting. 
In a word, the 
Youth Board accepts the g an g ster’s code that it will 
not squeal to the police, even when m urder is c o m ­ 
mitted. 
It would seem that an old-fashioned cop. with a 
strong leaded night stick and a tough attitude tow ard 
life, would Ho these hardened children more good than 
all the slapping-on-the-wrist they get from the soft­ 
spoken, kindly intentioned, soda-pop drinking social 
workers who belong to the Youth Board.

WASHINGTON—Attorney G en­ 


eral William P. Rogers has his 


baseball m etaphors mixed up. He 


says the bills being considered 


in Congress to cu rb the excesses 
of the Suprem e Court are the 
result of the sam e sort of outcry 
heard from spectators at a b ase ­ 
ball gam e who shout, “ Kill the 
u m p ire!” 
But what 
the critics of the 
Suprem e Court really want is for 
the “ u m pire” to stick to his job 
ol watching the hall and abiding 
by the rules. 
They don’t think 
it’s the um p ire’s duty to m ake 
new rules or to tell the m anage r 
of the club, for instance, just 
when he can put in a different 
pitcher. 
They don’t like to see 
an umpire deciding that, when 
a ball drops outside the foul line, 
it is a foul for one team but, 
when the other team hits the 
bal! into exactly the sam e spot, it 
isn t a foul at all. 
In other 
words, the fans don’t want to see 
the umpire moving the foul line 
around to suit himself. 
That s essentially what the dis­ 
pute is about as the Suprem e 
Court ignores the rules of the 
gam e repeatedly and m akes up 
its own rules that are then pro­ 
claimed as binding on everybody 
—even to the 
point of telling 
Congress what questions m ay he 
asked in formal hearings through 
which its com m ittees seek to get 
information 
to 
guide 
them 
in 
writing new laws. 
Also, 
in 
a 
baseball 
gam e, 
everybody knows who the u m ­ 
pire is. 
He appears in full uni­ 
form and he has a rule book to 
go by. 
In the Suprem e C ourt’s 
work, it isn t alw ays possible to 
know who the um pire happens 
to be. 
Thus every Justice has two law 
clerks, and the Chief Justice has 
four. 
These 
assistants 
don’t 
have to 
be confirmed by 
the 
Senate. 
They a re not supposed 
to be judges. 
Yet they perform 
some of the work of the Suprem e 
Court Justices, especially in con­ 
nection with what are known as 
“ writs 
of 
certiorari.” 
These 
are 
petitions 
to 
the 
Suprem e
